Billy Sunday’s Meeting. 

Downs, III.. M7rch. 2, 1908 -The 
great revivalist, Billy Sunday, ha* ju*t 
closed a six weeks' meeting in Bloom- 
ington, 111. It was the most wonderful 
meeting he has ever held, about 7,000 
people being converted The taberna- 
cle that was erected for this meeting 
held 6,000 people and was filled to over- 
flowing a great many time a. At his 
most popular lecture on "Amuse- 
ments,” the building was packed by 
6 o'clock and 5,000 tickets were given 
to those who could not get in and he de- 
livered the sermon again to those hold- 
ing tickets. He had more converts 
from this sermon than from any other, 
unless it was at the men's meeting. 
The most remarkable feature about the 
meeting is that there were more men 
converts than women,
